WAR CLOUDS HANGING LOW 


COMMITTEE’S ACTION CONSIDER-

Washington, December 18.—(Speciaj.)— 
‘There will be war with Spain.’’ This was 
the phrase upon the tongues of hundreds 
of people about the capitol today when it 
became known that the foreign affairs com- 
mittee of the senate had agreed to report 
favorably upon Senator Cameron's joint 
resolution introduced last week calling for 
the recognitition of the independence of 


Cuba. 

The news of this action spread like a 
prairie fire, and in all quarters it was re- 
eeived with universal favor. In the opinion 
of many it means practically a declaration 
of war against Spain. It being a joint res- 
olution, the president can either sign or 
veto it. If vetoed, it will probably be 
passed over the veto. It will, to all ap- 
pearances, pass the senate with no more 
than ten votes against it. 

Benators Sherman, Frye and Hale will be 
the three senators who will lead the oppo- 
sition. The house will, it is thought, be 
almost unanimous for it. 

Mr. Livingston said tonight that he did 
not believe that there were five persons in 
the house who would not vote for the adop- 
tion of the resolution. 

In some quarters it is thought the presi- 
dent will veto it, while there are many 
who think he will be glad to sign it.

“Viva Cuba libra.” We are here tonight 
to express our sympathy for the small bazil 
which is fighting for their independence, 
and their freedom. We are here to give 
our right hana of support to those who need 
our help. If it had not been for the assist- 
ance of France, it is doubtful if our nation ‘ 
would have passed the period of its infancy 
without perishing. Shall we who stand 
ready to help the cause of freedom, whose 
principles of government are rooted upon 
the everlasting rock of self-government, 
stand aloof and see our neighbors oppressed 
by Spanish tyranny, and massacred by 
foreign foes? (Cries of ‘No, no.’"") Let us 
not stand aloof. I hope to see the day 
when the star with the single stripe shall 
float from the turrets of the Castle Mora.”’

Two Loads of Small Shot Produce Al- 
most Instant Death. 


MUZZLE-LOADING SHOTGUN WAS USED 


No Trace of the Assassin Has Been 
Found and Suspicion of No Kind 
Has Yet Been Aroused. 


Maxison, Ga., December 18,—(Special.)— 
Captain A. R. Zachry was assassinated 
last night at his home in Ghepherd’s dis- 
trict. 

Captain Zachry and his wife were ‘aitting 
pefore the fire conversing.

ghe succeeded in removing him to the bed. 


She sent for Mr. Shepherd, who came at 
once, and who on examination found that 
Captain Zachry was dead, almost half of his 
Search was made, 
but the assassin had made good his escape, 
and before morning rain had fallen, com- 
pletely obliterating all traces. 

There is not the faintest suspicion as to 
who did the deed. All that can positively 
be stated is that the assassination was per- 
petrated with a shotgun loaded with small 
shot, and that it was an old-fashioned muz- 
zle loader, pieces of wadding being found in 
the room. , 

It is surmised that the assassin was either 
@ person below medium height or that he 
fired in a stooping posture. This conjecture, 
however, is worth little. It is not known 
that Captain Zachry had an enemy in the 
world. 

Unless the murderer by some indiscretion 
draws suspicion upon himself it is likeiy 
that the crime will continue to be shrouded 
in , the cloud of mystery that now s5ur- 
rounds it. 

Captain Zachry was one of the best 
known and most respected citizens of the 
county. He had recently bought the Peteet 
place, mear the home of R. W. Shepherd, 
and had moved his family there.

Falk, fifteen years old, a servant girl in 
the family of Edward Basil Stravensky, 
was found dead in the kitchen of the house 
this morning by Mr. Stravensky, who is 
sexton of the new Catholic cemetery just 
west of the city limits. The girl when 
discovered was lying partly on her side and 
back. All the front part of her head, ex- 
tending from just below the middle of the 
forehead to her nose, had been torn out, 
exposing her brain, and a great clot of 
blood had formed around her head. 

Mr. Stravensky had left home early in 
the morning to attend to his duty in the 
cemetery, while his wife and little daugh- 
ter came to town to a dentist and after- 
wards visiting a relative who is seriously 
ill, leaving at home with the girl James 
Louis Sheppard, an eleven-year-old son 
of Mrs. Stravensky by a former husband. 

(Mr. Stravensky returned to the house 
and was horrified to find the girl dead and 
his step-son absent. He at once notified 
the authorities. It’ was at first thought 
the deed was committed with a heavy, 
blunt instrument, but a shotgun was found 
in the house that had recently been dis- 
charged. A search was made for the boy 
Sheppard. He was found at his grand- 
mother’s, a few blocks away, and at first 
denied all knowledge of the murder. He 
finally confessed, however, that he shot 
the girl because she was all the time teas- 
ing him. 

He says Mary threw him down, rubbed 
flour in his face and teased him until he 
giot so angry that he went into the house 
and got the shotgun and shot her. The 
girl was waghing dishes at the time in the 
kitchen and fell dead at the crack of the 
gun.

BILL PROCTOR FIGHTS FOR HIS LIFE 


Wife and Mother Was in the Town

A mob of about 100 men broke into the 
Jail about 1:30 o’clock this morning by 
battering down the door with sledge ham- 


mers. The jailer was forced to give up the 
cell keys. The Proctors were up, as they 


had been warned the day before of what 
was te come, 

Bill Proctor swore he would not leave 
his cell alive, and as he was a powerful 
man and hard to handle, one of the mob 
shot him with a pistol. Immediaely after- 
wards a charge of buckshot was fired at 


/ ‘him and as he fell a volley of pistol shots 


was*fired, About thirty balls entered his 
body. After Proctor was down a man en- 
tered fhe cell and placing a pistol at the 
head of the fallen man, pulled the trigger, 
and thus died the most dangerous man in 
Logan county. 

The mob then took Dink Proctor and his 
son Arch out of their cells and hound 
their hands, after the jailer had made an 
unheeded plea for mercy for the father. 
The mob, which had now increased to 200 
men, escorted the prisoners to a three- 
limbed cedar tree on the Nashville road 
and strung father and son up side by side. 
Their bodies were cut down this morning. 
The mob came from Adairsville and they 
cut all the telegraph wires leading from 
that point in order to prevent notice being 
given of their coming. 

Mrs. Proctor, wife of Dink and mother 
of Arch and Bill, was asleep in a hotel 
here wien the lynching took place. She 
had come to attend the examining trial 
today, and Arch begged the mob pitifully 
to be allowed to see this mother before 
he was hanged, pot his request was re- 
fused. 

Arch Proctor killed Aaron and Doc 
Crafton, at Adairsville, October 24th. Bill 
and Dink were charged with conspiring to 
have the Craftons killed. Their trials were 
set for today. 

Bill Proctor was one of the four who were 
charged with hanging Ed Traugthber about 
two years ago, He had killed several men, 
and had been tried four times for his life, 
but always escaped on trial, and this fact 
caused the mob to take the Iw in its own 
hands, Dink had always been a quiet fel- 
low and this is the first time he had been 
in trouble. The general public approves 
the killing of Bill and Arch, but thought 
that Dink should have been left alone. 
Great crowds are viewing the dead bodies.

American Federation of Labor Go on 
Record as to Free Coinage Again. 


WON’T INTERFERE WITH COURTS 


Delegate Ash’s Resolution Touching 
Judicial Branch Is Voted Down. 


PRESIDENT  GOMPERS IS — RE-ELECTED 


Association Elects Officers and De- 
cides To Meet in Nashville Next 
Year by a Big Vote. 


Cincinnati, December 18.—At the opening 
of this morning’s session of the convention 
of the American Federation of Labor the 
following resolution, introduced Wednesday 
by Delegate Ash, of Boston, game up un- 
der special order: 


‘Whereas, The written constitutions of 
the several states constituting the United 
States and also the constitution of the 
United States, provide that the supreme 
court of the United States and the supreme 
courts of the several states shall exercise 
the right of reviewing legislation; and, 

‘‘Whereas, In the exerc.se of rights con- 
ferred. the courts of the several states, and 
also the supreme court of the United States 
have repeatedly set aside as null and vol 
laws duly and formally enacted by the rep- 
resentatives of the people; and, 

‘‘Whereas, The exercise of such althority 
by the aforesaid courts violates the funda- 
mental principles of a political organization 
which claims to be a government of the 
+ ae by the people and for the people; 
and 


“Whereas, No authority contained on pa- 
per, or exercised by courts, can be greater 
than the will of the people when enacted 
into law; therefore, 

“Resolved, That we, the delegates of the 
American Federation of Labor, in conven- 
tion assembled, demand such amendments | 
to the constitution of the United States and 
the. constitutions of the several states 
thereof as will deprive the aforesaid courts 
of power to set aside laws duly enacted by 
the legally chosen functions of the courts to 
expound and administer law, but not to 
make it.’’ 

The resolution elicited much discussion, 
the preponderance of the opinion being that 
they would be construed as reflecting wpon 
the courts of the country and especially the 
United States supreme court, and place the 
Federation of Labor in a position before the 
public which it did not wish to occupy. 

The vote resulted in the defeat of the res- 
olution by a vote of 4 to 21. 


Vote Favored Free Coinage. 
Delegate Weisemann offered a resolution 


to hear the racket and he determined ' 
put a stop to it.

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The Senate Resolution. 

The fact that the senate committee on 
foreign relations is to report unanimous- 
ly a joint resolution recognizing the 
independence of Cuba _ gives renewed 
hope and encouragement to those who, 
sympathizing with the struggling patri- 
ots of Cuba, and believing that our 
country should at least be neutral as be- 
tween the insurgents and their opress: 
ors, were becoming disheartened at the 
failure of the government to take ac- 
tion favorable to the cause of liberty. 

The resolution to be reported by tne 
senate tersely and flatly recognizes the 
independence of Cuba. There are no 
“ifs” and “ands” about the action of 
the committee, and the fact that the res- 


olution was agreed upon by the unani- 


mous vote of the committee indicates 


‘the certainty of its adoption by the sen- 


ate. That the house of representatives 


“will concur there is no doubt, and it 


is to be earnesily hoped that the consid- 
eration of the resolution by both houses 
will be completed before the adjourn- 
ment of congress for the Ghristmas hol- 
idays, in which event the president will 
be again seryed with official notice, for 
the second time within a year, that the 
represeptatives of the people, in con- 
gress assembled, do:not propose to ac- 
eept the responsibility of supine indif- 
ference to fhe proceedings which are be- 
ing daily enacted in the shadows of our 
shores. 

Fortunately, the nature of the resolu- 
tion of the senate committee is such 
that, if adopted by both houses of con- 
gress, it cannot be pigeon-holed by the 
president as an easy method of dispos- 
ing of the matter. The measure adopt- 
ed by congress during the early part 
of this year was a concurrent resolution, 
virtually authorizing the president to 
act, if he felt so disposed, with the un- 
derstanding that he would have the ap- 
proval of congress. After its adoption 
by both houses that resolution never 
gaw daylight. The joint resolution now 
proposed will, if adopted, go to the pres- 
ident for approval, or disapproval, like 
any other measure of congress. If it 
receives the executive sanction, his sig- 
mature will settle the attitude of this 
country on the Guban question. If he 
holds the resolution for the requisite 
mumber of days without action, ft be 
comes effective just as though he had 
signed it; and if he vetoes it, it is more 
than probable that congress will take 
action over the veto. 

There is no doubt as to the sentiment 
of this country in favor of recognizing 
the independence of Cuba. All that the 
struggling patriots ask is that they be 
given at least the same showing that is 
extended, by us, to tieir Spanish op- 
pressors—that our ports be thrown open 
to both sides, and’ that we, as a gov- 
ernment, maintain strict neutrality be- 
tween the two contending forces. This

An Interesting Experiment. 
Stuyvesant Fish, the millionaire pres- 
ident of the Illinois Central, the great 
trunk line of the Mississippi valley, has 
just put into operation his new scheme 
for making its employes stockholders 
and part owners in the compaDy for 
which they work. ‘The railroad em- 
ploys 22,000 men, and applications for 
stock have already been received from 
1,500, and it is anticipated that at least 
2.000 will soon become stockholders. 

In speaking of his scheme to @ news- 
paper correspondent, Mr. Fish gave ut- 
terance to a few truths which we could 
wish brought home to the minds of the 
majority of our wealthy men. He 
said: 


There is still a good deal of discontent 
in the south and west. It is a great 
mistake to call these people “anarch- 
ists.” The majority are as true and 
déarnest citizens as can be found in any 
part of the country. They have 4 great 
many things to contend with which 
many of us in the east do not take into 
account. The price of corn is low and 
that of cotton still lower. Wheat alone 
shows material advance. 

Of course, when farm products are 80 
cheap there must be more or less suf- 
fering in the agricultural districts. Es- 
pecially is it so when money com:fands 
as high as 12 and 15 per cent about the 
time the crops are to be moved. I re- 
member, as far back as 1885, how Gov- 
ernor Oglesby, of Illinois, said that ugi- 
tation henceforth would not be so much 
between the people and the railroads as 
between the “haves” and “‘have nots.” 

We have settled the 16 to 1 question, 
but there are a number of other impor- 
tant questions to be passed upon before 
the present popular discontent is al- 
layed. Instead of calling the people of 
the south and west fools and fanatics, 
we would better correct our own errors. 

The way to answer this populistic 
clamor is to ascertain the cause of com- 
plaints, redress wrongs as far as possi- 
ble, and show the west and south that 
their interests and ours in the north 
and east are identical and inseparable. 
It is within the power of the present 
congress to take away the cause of 
much of the discontent and thus open 
the way for a return to prosperity. And 
it is our duty as citizens to see that 
they perform theirs as legislators. 

Sooner or later the men who haye 
grown enormously rich as the result of 
opportunities afforded by class legisla- 
tion will have to give their attention to 
the facts recited by President Fish. 
They would demonstrate their wisdom 
by taking action sooner rather than 
later. 

Popular discontent in a republic like 
ours always means something more se- 
rious than appears on the surface. It 
can only be bred in this climate by real 


evils and by real suffering. 


———— 
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A Case of “Calamity Howling” in a 
New Quarter. 

It is so rarely the case that we can 

agreé with Editor Godkin, of The New 

York Evening Post, that the wnexpected 


‘event gives rise to a feeling of elation— 


a feeling as if a substantial victory had 
been won. 

Instead of saying that those who de- 
mand something substantial from the 
republicans as the result of the election 
are calamity howlers, Editor Godkin 
calmly points out that the election of a 
free coinage democrat as mayor of Lynn, 
Mass., should serve as a solemn warn- 
ing to the “advamce agent of prosperity” 
and his party. 

It should be observed that Editor God- 
kin, for his part, has lever taken any 
stock in the promises and pledges made 
by the republicans. He was for Mc- 
Kinley because (McKinley’s election 
would assure the maintenance of the 
single gold standard for four more years, 
That was all. Editor Godkin is for the 
gold standard, not because it will bring 
prosperity to the people—he knows bet- 
ter than that—but because it is a condi- 
tion desired by the leading bankers of 
New York and London. 

Nobody ever read a word in The Even- 
ing Post to the effect ‘that the gold 
standard would bring prosperity to the 
people. Editor Godkin simply said that 
confidence would be restored when it 
was known that the present standard 
would be maintained for four years— 
not the confidence of the people, but the 
confidence of the leading bankers of 
London and New York, 

This being so, Editor Godkin is now 
in a position to say to the republicans 
that they are not showing any hearty 
disposition to carry out the big contract 
they have on hand. Referring to the 
election of the silver democrat as may- 
or of Lynn by a majority of 1,700, The 
Evening Post says “he ran. on the plat- 
form of unfulfilled republican promises. 
Wages had not gone up; on the contrary, 
cutdowns had occurred in many of the 
shoe manufactories,’”’ and so on and so 
forth. The republicans had promised 
that prosperity would materialize im- 
mediately after the election of Mr. Mc- 
Kinley was announced; and when the 
republican victory was announced the 
newspapers that had supported the par.

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New York’s Senatorial Campaign. 

The state of New York is in the midst 
of a most exciting senatorial campaign. 

Within the last few days Mr. Joseph 
H. Choate, one of the mos distinguished 
lawyers in the state, has formally de- 
clared himself a candidate for the high 
ottice of senator, and while no one else 
has yet entered the race, it is understood 
that Mr. Thomas C. Platt aspires to the 
same position. 

As the latter is in charge of the politi- 
cal machinery of the state, it lies within 
his power either to claim the seat in his 
own right or to name the successful can- 
didate. 

‘rom the support which Mr. Choate 
has received from the press of the 
state it is evident that he 
is not only a man _ 0of superior 
gifts, but the choice of the best ele- 
ment of the party. Although he has 
never figured in politics to apy very 
great extent, he enjoys a wide reputa. 
tion throughout the country and stands 
in the front rank of the legal profes- 
sion. 

Had he announced himself in the race 
several months ago it is possible that 
his strength would have been a match 
even for that of the ‘“‘boss,” as Mr. Platt 
is known in New York. The latter, how- 
ever, with the shrewd generalship for 
which he is noted, began his work some 
time ago, and as the result of his clever 
manipuilatidhs is now in charge of the 
state legislature and can do as he 
pleases with the vote of that body. 

With hardly a single exception the re- 
publican press of New York city is in 
favor of Mr. Choate, and every possi- 
ble influence has been brought to bear 
upon the “boss” in his behalf. Some 
of these papers entertain the hope’that 
Mr. Platt will yield to the pressure of 
public sentiment and concede the race 
to Mr. Choate. As yet Mr. Platt has 
made no statement for publication, and 
hie attitude with regard to the senator- 
ship is purely a matter of speculation. 

While the boss is in charge of the 
legislature Mr. Choate is steadily grow- 
ing in favor with the people, and his 
increasing popularity may have the ef- 
fect of making Mr. Platt declare him- 
self within the next few days. Since a 
republican is to fill the office now occu- 
pied by Mr. Hill, the country at large 
would like to see a man like Mr. Choate 
in the senate.

- House Requests the Senate To Concur 
In Recess Resolution, 


COMMITTEE'S SCOPE IS LIMITED 


| 


House Declines To Authorize fhe Com- 
mittee To Hear Charges Against 
Other Members of the Ju- 
dipiary—Reconsidera- 
tion Is Defeated. 


The house of representatives has passed a 
joint resolution providing that the general 
assembly ghall take a recess some time be- 
fore 12 o'clock tonight until the first 
Wednesday in February, 1897, the purpose 
beng to enable the special committee ap- 
pointed to investigate the charges against 
the judiciary to hear such charges and pre- 
pare its report. 

The joint resolutions were offered in the 
house at 10 o’clock last night after a con- 
ference of members of that body and lead- 
ers of. the senate had been held. It was 
agreed that the two houses should adopt 
the concurrent resolutions and that adjourn- 
ment of the general assembly shall be taken 
some ‘time today or tonight. By taking a 
recess the general assembly will have only 
been in actual session of legislative work 
forty-nine days, leaving one more day un- 
der the constitution on which a session can 
be held... In carrying out the plan agreed 
upon in the house on Thursday night in de- 
ciding to imvestigate the charges against 
Judges Sweat and Reese, the house has now 
asked the senate to concur with it in taking 
a recess until February in order that the 
special committee of the house may prop- 
erly investigate the charges and make a re- 
port. 

Should the senate fail or refuse to concur 
in the joint resolution the house will be 
- powerless to do anything with the charges 
until the next regular session in October, 
1897, but it is understood that the wishes of 
the house will be respected and that the 
recess as proposed will be taken. If that 
is done the house will have one day, the 
first Wednesday in February, on which to 
hear the report of its special committee as 
to the investigation of the charges and to 


| decide as to what. disposition will be made 


of the report and the charges. Should the 
house decide to institute impeachment pro- 
ceedings the governor will be asked to con- 
tinue the session of the general assembly 
in extra session for that purpose. The re- 
cess is made necessary and possible under 
the construction of the constitution which 
enacts that no session of the general assem- 
bly shall héld longer than fifty days. To- 
day will be the forty-ninth day of the 
session, and it is claimed that the general 
assembly can now take a recess and hold 
the one more day in, February or at any 
other time it may désire. 

It was hoped by some of the leaders that 
the assembly could finish up its business 
- and take the proposed recess last night, 
_ but the senate could not get through and 
at 10 o'clock the hope of the leaders was 
given up. In the house at that time Mr. J. 
Ik Boynton, of Spalding, acting for the 
committee on adjournment, submitted the 
following resolution which was adopted, af- 
ter slight opposition. 

The Recess Joint Resolution. 


Whereas, the house of representatives 
has passed a resolution having in view 
@ recess by this general assembly, and 
in pursuance of said resolution have ap- 

mted a committee for the purpose of 
making an investigation of the charges 
of the state; and, 

Whereas, it is doubtful unless a recess 
{s provided for this general assembly 

ore 12 o'clock Saturday night, the 19th 
instant, no such recess as contemplated 
can be legally taken; therefore, 

Re , by the house of representa- 
tives, the senate concurring, That the 
Seneral assembly take a recess for the 
remaining day of this session, and that 
it shall be reconvened at 9 o’clock a. m.

: The matter was taken up yesterday morn- | 
» ON & Motion to reconsider the action of 


Thursday night deciding to appoint a com- 
mittee to investigate the charges. The mo- 
tion to reconsider was debated at length, 
and finally voted down, the house standing 
by its action in deciding to prosecute the 
charges. 

Yesterday afternoon another discussion 
arose on the matter, the latter on a propo- 
sition to enlarge the scope and power of 
the special committee, It was proposed to 
allow the committee to go outside of the 
specified charges and hear charges against 
other members of the judiciary, but the 
house refused to open the doors further 
than it had, and the investigation will be 
confined to hearing the charges against 
Judges Sweat and Reese. ’ 

Mr. Boyd’s Amendment to Enlarge. 

The effort to enlarge the scope of the 
judges’ investigating committee's power 
was made during the afternoon session of 
the house yesterduy. The introduction of 
the resolutions on the mater brought 
about a spirited discussion, although a 
brief one. 

During the considation of the resolutions 
which were introduced by Mr. Meldrim on 
Thursday night and which were adopted 
just before midnight, Mr. Boyd, of McDuf- 
fle, @ populist, sent to the clerk’s desk an 
amendment to the resolutions pending, the 
effect of which would have been to enlarge 
the scope of the special committee of nine 
by aflowing them to investigate any 
charges that may be made against other 
judges than Judges Sweat and Reese. 

Mr. Boyd asked that his amendment be 
considered, but it was ruled out of order 
by Acting Speaker Slaton on the gjround 
that the previous question had been or- 
dered and no amendments were in order. 
Mr. Boyd maintained that as Senator Car- 
ter had stated in substance that other 
judges might be accused if the !nvestiga- 
tion was set on foot it would be proper to 
authorize the committee to hear and in- 
vestigate such additional charges. With 
that view in mind he sent to the clerk’s 
desk yesterday afternoon the following 
resolution: 

‘Resolved, That the committee of in- 
vestigation be, and it is hereby further 
empowered and authorized to hear, con- 
sider and report upon any charges of mis- 
conduct that may be duly and formaliy 
presented in writing to the chairman of 
the committee against any other stete 
official; such charges to be filed with the 
Chairman on or before January 5, 1897." 

Mr. Whitaker’s Substitute. 

Mr. Whitaker, of Heard, offered the 
following as a substitute for Mr. Boyd’s 
resolution, which mvas accepted by Mr. 
Boyd: 

‘Resolved, That the committee hereto- 
fore appointed by this house to examine 
into and investigate the charges hereto- 
fore made against Judges J. L. Sweat and 
Seaborn Reese be and the same is hereby 
authorized to investigate any and all 
charges against the members of the judi- 
clary of Georgia which may be.made in 
writing and properly submitted to said 
committee prior to its discharge by this 
house and report their findings in the 
premises.” 

Confine It to Charges by Carter. 

Mr. Phinizy, of Richmond, offered an 
amendment to the resolutions to the efiect 
that the committee should investigate only 
such charges as are preferred by Senator 
Carter, his idea being to restrict the in- 
vestigation to charges made by the sena- 
tor so as to meet the objection of many 
that, under Mr, Boyd’s and Mr, Whitaker's 
resolutions, amy person could come for- 
ward and prefer charges against the state’s 
officers, thereby extending the investiga- 
tion too far. 

Mr. Calvin Begins the Debate. 

Mr. Calvin, of Richmond, said Senator 
Carter had not only preferred charges 
against Judges Sweat and Reese, but he 
had made a more sweeping charge by 
stating officially to the senate that he 
(Senator Carter) ‘would give other names, 


facts and witnesses in the hope of purify- 


ing the judiciary if a proper investigation 
was instituted.’ 

Mr. Calvin said the house could not af- 
ford to ignore that sweeping charge, which 
indirectly cast a reflection upon every 
member of the judiciary. He hoped the 
substance of the resolutions pending would 
be adopted in some form. 

Mr. Slaton, of Fulton, opposed the reso- 
lutions. He said any man who had a 
private grievance against any judge could 
come forward and make complaint against 
judges, and that there would be no limit 
to the investigation. He saw no reason why 
the scope of the committee should be en- 
larged and said that the resolutions ehould 
be voted down. 

Mr. West, of Lowndes, said it would be 
absurd for the house to attempt to screen 
any judge or official who might be charged 
with misconduct. He sai¢c let the investi- 
gation be made complete and full and 
screen no one. 

Mr. Whitaker’s Argument, 

Mr. Whitaker, of Heard, said that the 
charges rest in a general way not simply 
against the two judges named, but upon 
every judge in the state, He said the in- 
vestigation should take such a turn as to 
ascertain if there are others guilty of mis- 
condurt. He said it should be seen if there 
are others whose conduct should be looked 
into. Let it not be said that the house fears 
to go into a general investigation. 

Mr. Boyd spoke in favor of the resolu- 
tions. He accepted the substitute offered 
by Mr. Whitaker. He said there might be 
other charges and that he hoped the scope 
of the committee of investigation would be 
enlarged. 

Resolutions Laid on the Table. 

Mr. MrLaughlin, of Meriwether, moved 
to lay the amendments and resolutions on 
the table and that motion prevailed by a 
vote of 59 for and 38 against, the house 
thereby declining to widen the scope of the 
committee and confining the investigation 
to the charges against Judges Sweat and 
Reese.

Mr. West, of Lowndes, opened the discus- 
ston in the house yesterday morning on the 
Carter charges against the judiciary, he 
having moved to reconsider the artion of 
the house of Thursday night in adopting 
a resolution authorizing the appointment 
of an investigating committee of nine mem- 
bers to report to the house at a session to 
be held on the first Wednesday in Februa- 
ry

Mr. West the investigation would 
cost something like $10,000, $20,000 or $30,000. 
That expense could be avoided by allowing 
the matter to go over until the next session 


Mr. Copeland, of Walker, said he favor- 
ed the motion to reconsider. He said no 
person in the districts in which the accused 
judges reside have asked for the investiga- 
tion and that such a proceeding is umnec- 
essary and inopportune at this time. He 
said the house could afford to let the mat- 
ter go over until next session and avoid 
the trouble, expense and excitement conse. 
quent to such an investigation made at 
an earlier date than the time fixed for the 
reconvening of the general assembly in 1897. 
Mr. Slaton Against Reconsideration. 

Mr. Slaton, of Fulton, Said he was willing 
to follow the decision of the able gentle. 
men who constitute the special committee, 
which recommended the plan adopted by 
the house for proceeding with the investi- 
gation, He said the accused judges should 
be,given a speedy trial and that the action 
of the house taken after due deliberation 
should not» be reconsidered. He said the 
judges should be turned out of office if 
guilty and that the house had wisely de- 
termined upon a proper method of investi- 
@ating the charges. 

Mr. Blalock Favors the Motion. 

Mr. Blalock, of Fayette, said he believed 
the patriotism of Georgia stands ready to 
exert itself and see that justice is done to 
all men. He made the point that on Thurs. 
day —— the house had agreed to 
adjo om Saturday night. On Thursday 
night it had agreed t6 adjourn until Feb- 
ruary. Could the house do that inconsist- 
ent thing. ' 

Speaker Pro Tem. Dodson aaid the 
question before the house was on the mo- 
tion to reconsider and he declined to an- 
swer the query of Mr. Blalock. 

Mr. Blalock said no joint resolution had 
been adopted adjourning the assembly until 
February and that the action of the house 
was out of order. 

Mr. McLaughlin, of Meriwether, said he 
had voted for the investigation, but after 
mature consideration, he thhad concluded 
that he had voted wrong, He had been in 
error and he would repair that error at 
once. He did not believe the charges suffi- 
cient for the house to take cognizance of 
them. He said the charges amounted to 
nothing and that the matter should not 
be given so great attention as was pro- 
posed. ‘‘Admit that one of the Judges some- 
times gets what the boys call a ‘little off,’ 
that is not malfeasance in office.’’ The 
evidence is not sufficient to authorize an 
investigation and I am opposed to such a 
proceeding now.’’ 

Would Be Child’s Play. 

Mr. Awtry said if the motion to reconsider 
prevails it would involve the house in 
an endless discussion and prevent discus- 
sion and action on other important mat- 
ters. He thought the motion to reconsider 
should not prevail. The whole question had 
been referred to a. competent committee 
and acted on after due consideration and it 
would be child’s play to reconsider. Charges 
against the judiciary should be disposed of 
at once, 

Mr. Redding, of Pike, said he believed 
in a fair fight cn the question. Mr. Bla- 
lock had made the point that no joint res- 
olution had been adopted proving for ad- 
journment until February. That point was 
made to gain votes for the motion to re- 
consider. The evil could be easily remedied 
by the adoption of a joint resdlution pro- 
viding for the recess and such a resolution 
was then being prepared. He safi the test 
should be whether the house desired to in- 
vestigate the charges or not. 

Mr. Watkins, of Gilmer, said during the 
excitement of Thursday night the house 
might have made a mountain out of a 
mole hill. He said the whole affair grew out 
of a casual remark by Senator Carter and 
that the facts did not warrant such an ex- 
traordinary proceeding. He was willing to 
investigate, but let the matter go over 
until next session. 


Mr. Boynton Against Reconsideration. 
Mr. Boynton, of Spalding, said {t was not 
intended that the resolution adopted should 
carry with it a recess. That was simply a 
recommendation that such a recess be 
taken. If the report of the committee jus- 
tified it an extra session could be called to 
institute impeachment proceedings. He 
hoped the action of the house would not be 
reconsidered. ' 

Mr. Brown, of Pulaski, asked what plan 
the opposition had to present If the action 
of the house should be reconsidered. He 
said he wanted to meet the issue fairly 
and squarely and that the house ought to 
stand by its action. 

Mr. West, of Lowndes, said as the mover 
for reconsideration he would state that his 
purpose was to have the whole matter laid 
on the table until next regular session of 
the general assembly in October, 1897, He 
said the house could not reassemble in 
February except by consent of the senate, 
and if the senate failed to concur in the 
action of the house the latter would have 
stultified itself. 

The Senate Would Concur. 

Mr. Pearce, of Houston, said the propo- 
sition that the senate might not concur in 
the action of the house was absurd. The 
senate had considered the changes and had 
asked the house to takefthem up and act 
on them. The senate would concur in the 
action of the house and he hoped the mo- 
tion to consider would be voted down. 

The motion was then put to fhe house, 
and the yeas and nays were called, on mo- 
tion of Mr. West to reconsider the action 
taken on Thursday night. The vote result- 
ed as follows: Sixty-three for reconsider- 
ation and 79 against it. The motion was, 
therefore, lost.

Motion To Reconsider Wild Land Suit 
Bill Defeated by the House. 


THREE DAYS OF GRACE BILL TAKEN UP 


Naval Militia Reorganization 
Passes House Without Objection. 
Road Bill Laid on Table. 


Considerable of the session of the house 
yesterday morning was devoted to consid- 
eration of motions to reconsider previous 
actions of the house. 

Mr. Hill, of Troup, called up the bill which 
passed the senate to prohibit the taking of 
orders for intoxicating liquors by agents 
in counties in which the sale of liquors fs 
prohibited ty law. He moved that the 
house reconsider its action of Thursday in 
defeating the bill. The bill recetved a large 
majority of the votes cast, but less than 
a constitutional majority of 88 votes were 
recorded for it. 

Mr. Hill said the bill was intended to 
enable authorities of prohibition counties 
to punish agents of liquor concerns who 
go into dry counties and do the business of 
taking orders for liquor. Several other 
members spoke in favor of the motion to 
reconsider. The motion prevailed and the 
action was reconsidered. The bill then 
took its place on the calendar and may be 
called up for action again. 

Mr. Craig, of Bibb, asked unanimous con- 
sent that hig bill to make unlawful the em- 
ployment of children under thirteen years 
of age be fixed ss a special order for con- 
sideration on the first Tuesday of the next 
session of the general assembly. The re- 
quest wes granted and the bill goes over. 

Wild Land Tax Fi. Fas. 

Mr. Edwards, of Haralson, moved that 
the house reconsider its action in passing 
the senate bill requiring persons holding 
claims against owners of wild lands sold 
them under fi, fas. issued prior to 1880, to 
bring suit for the recovery of such ‘lands 
within three years from the dats of the 
passage of the bill. He said it would work 
& hardship on the parties interested and 
that the bill would effect a great many peo- 
ple of the state holding wild land claims, 
He gaid he hoped the bill would be laid 
over until next session. 

Mr. Whipple, of Dooly, said the bill had 
been fully considered in the senate and 
house and that his friend from Haralson 
was honestly mistaken in his statement 
that the bill had rot been fully considered. 
He said the bill is a safe one and that 
it will be of great benefit to the people. 
He said the people cre suffering from the 
injury to their property by reason of the 
clouds hanging over the titles to such 
wild land property. He thought the state 
should take such action ag will give the 
fi. fa. holders of property perfect titles 
because they had paid for the lands many 
years ago and had held possession of them: 
since. 

The motion to reconsider was lost by a 
vote of 56 to 87. 

Three Days of Grace Bill. 

Mr. Johnson, of Hall, moved that the 
house reconsider its action of Thursday 
night ss d¢-feating the bill to abolish the 
“three days of grace” on bank papers. He 
reconsidered in order that the Dill may Le 
Over until the next session.

Several Attempts Made To Rally the 
Market. 


EACH RECOVERY MET A FLOOD OF OFFERINGS 


(otton Broke Sharply on the War 
ficare and Wheat Closed at a 
Fractional Decline. 


New York, December 18.—The day opened 
quietly enough in Wall street, but by the 
end of the session it proved to be one of the 
mose eventful at the stock exchange for 
a icng time past. The market started off 
without any special activity, but weak in 
sympathy with the lower prices from Lon- 
don, and ‘advance in the posted rates of 
demand sterling from $4.88 to $4.88% and 
talk of shipments from $2,000,000 to $3,000,- 
000 gold to Germany by the steamers sail- 
ing on Tuesday next. After a moderate 
decline the usual rally ensued, but operat- 
ors regarded it as significant that a prom- 
inent brokerage concern with close Wash- 
ington connections promptly supplied all 
bids. The reason for this was made appar- 
ent later when the news came from the 
capital that the senate committee on for- 
eign relations had decided to report fa- 
vorably the Cameron resolutions to recog- 
nize the independence of Cuba. It did not 
take long for the street to reach a conclu- 
sion as to the importance of this action, 
and the dullness was almost immediately 
supplanted by active and excited dealings 
at steadily declining prices. Round 
amounts of stocks were offered for local 
account, and later orders to sell in consid- 
erable number were received by telegraph 
from Philadelphia, Boston, Chicago and 
elsewhere. While the excitement did not 
approach that of a year ago when Pres- 
ident Cleveland’s message on the Venezu- 
elan question startled the street, yet it 
reached quite a high pitch and severe 
losses were sustained by the leading shares. 
The execution of stop orders accelerated 
the downward movement, which was equal 
to %@6% per cent. Several attempts were 
made to rally. the market, but each re- 
covery was met with a flood of offerings 
and the result was that at the close many 
stocks were at the lowest point of the 
day. The only marked rally was in Sugar, 
Reading, General Electric and Tennessee 
Coal and Iron, which closed 1@11% per cent 
above the lowest. The feeling in the final 
trading was one of uneasiness, operators 
fearing the effect of the foreign relations 
committee’s action upon the London and 
continental markets.

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The street jewelry peddiers have been 
ewept away. 

The ordinance committee met yesterday 
ami decided to abolish, if possible, this 
form of the jewelry business here in At- 
lanta. “The committee drafted an ordi- 
nanee, which will be submitted at the next 
meeting of the council, imposing a tax 
on all peddlers of $100 for a year’s license. 

It “has been customary for the city to 
collect $5 a month from these retailers, 
but should this proposed ordinamce become 
a law those who wish to sel jewelry on 
the strects will have to pay $100 cash in ad- 
yarnce.. The men engaged in this busi- 
ness, 48 @ rule, are of scanty means and 
should. the ordinance be passed it will 
wipe out a lange class of Bohemians who 
now line the streets with their unattrac- 
tive little booths. 

The committee was rather slow to act 
on this measure, but after considering the 
character of this kind of business and the 
fact that particularly at this season of 
the year large numbers of countrymen are 
victimized it was decided to shut them off. 

About Christmas ‘time every year Chief 
Connolly, and his men are harrassed to 
death with the complaints of unfortunate 
countrymen who have been lawfully “held 
up” by these fakirs. There seems to be a 
peculiar fascination in the rural mind for 
the false glitter and dazzle of the fakir’s 
shoddy wares, andthe moment a country- 
man comes to Atlanta he is taken up in 
the whirl aml eddy of life in a big city 
and before he knows it he is landed and 
stranded before one of these street jewelry 
stands. 

The committee on street railways also 
met yesterday for the purpose of taking 
some definite action in regard to the pro- 
posed fenders for street cars, This ques- 
tion has come up time and again and the 
members of the committee have spent @ 
gréat deal of time in familiarizing them- 
selver with the relative merits of the vari- 
ous fenders. 

Chairman Miller has received hundreds 
of letters on the subject, equally as many 
drawings and epecification,and attended 
the last meeting of the American Street 
Railway Association in 8t. Louis some 
months ago for the express purpose of dis- 
eovering a fender that would be adapted to 
the uneven and hilly streets of Atlanta 
and at the same time protect human life. 

“T have studied this question of street 
car fenders,” said Mr. Miller, ‘“‘most thor- 
oughly, and when in 8t. Louis talked with 
the most prominent street car men in the 
country and I have never been able to find 
a' fender that would amswer every pur- 
pose. of 

Acting on the strength of Chairman Mil- 
ler’s report and im the light of their own 
investigations the committee agreed not 
to suggest the adoption of any fenders un- 
til one was invented that would answer 
every purpose,

Fertilizer Men Win Their Fight Before 
the Railroad Commission. 


— 


FINDING ANNOUNCED THURSDAY

A Reduction of 25 Per Cent Was Ask- 


ed; Cut of 20 Per Cent Given. 


ORDER AS MADE BY THE COMMISSION 


Fight Has Been a Strong One and 
Has Interested the Railroads and 
Manufacturers of the South. 


The Georgia reilroad commission met yes- 
terday morning and continued the consider- 
ation of the question of reducing the rate 
on fertilizers 25 per cent. 

As a result of this meeting the commis- 
sion decided to place fertilizers in class M, 
less 10 per cent, which is a reduction of 20 
rer cent, only 5 per cent less than the re- 
duction asked for by the fertilizer manu- 
facturers. The material was, before the 
reduction of yesterday, in class M plus 10 
per cent. 

This reduction on fertilizers is one of the 
most important changes in rates that the 
railroad commiss‘on has made for some 
{ime end is regarded as a big victory for 
the manufacturers of ferttlizers. 

The question had been pending before the 
commission for some time and a hearng 
was given it last Thursday. At this hear- 
ing all the prominent railroad men and all 
the prominent fertilizer men were pres- 
ent, 

Both parties were given a chance to argue 
for their side of the question and the com- 
mission consumed almost an entire day lis- 
tening to arguments for and against the 
reduction of the rate. 

The railroad men argued that the reduc- 
tion of the rate would do the local manu- 
facturers no good and would at the same 
time give the Carolina factories a con- 
siderable advantage. They also argued that 
the reduction would very materially injure 
the railroads and hardly pay for the haul- 
ing of the material. 

Mr. Comer, president of the Central, with 
other prominent railroad men, led the fight 
for the railroads ané the arguments made 
by them were exceedingly strong. The 
fight for the fertilizer men and for the re- 
duction of the rate was led by Mr. Purse, 
of Savannah, who is a prominent fertilizer 
man. He argued that the reduction of the 
rate would not only help the manufactur- 
ers but wouid at the same time help the 
poor farmer. 

Though the rate was already low, he 
argued, the price of’ the fertilizer had de- 
creased to such an extent and the amount 
of it sold increased to such an extent, that 
the fertilizer could not stand the present 
rate while it could be very well stood by 
the railroads of the state. 

Change Makes Big Difference. 

The reduction of the rate on fertilizer 
means no little to the consumer of it. The 
amount of fertilizer used in Georgia i8 such 
that this simall reduction of only 20 per 
cent will take from the railroads and leave 
in the pockets of the Georgia farmer about 
$5,000 every year. 
The money saved by the reduction, which 
would seemingly go to the manufacturer, 
goes to the farmer and the whole benefit 
is his. 

The commissicn made other changes yes- 
terday morni.g besides the change in the 
rate on fertilizer. The car mileage on pas- 
senger cars was placed at 3 cents per mile, 
and tke car mileage on freight cars was 
fixed at three-fourths of 1 cent per mile. 

Some changes were made in the mini- 
mum weight of carloads of barrels for naval 
stores and a few other alterations made. 

The circular issued by the commission 
which gives the change in the rate of the 
fertilizer and the other changes made yes- 
terday morning is as follows: 

“Circular No. 267.—Classification—Chan- 
ges and additions. 

Fertilizers. 

“All percentages heretofore allowed on 
fertilizers are hereby withdrawn, and the 
following class‘fication has been adopted, 
eppliceble to all railroads in th's state, 
superSeding all conflicting rates, effective 
January 1, 1897: 

“Fertilizers, minimum = carload 
pounds, class M, less 10 per cent, C. R. 

“Fertilizers, L. C.'L., class K, less 10 per 
cent, C. R. 

“Barrels, half berrels and kegs. empty, 
except ale and beer, L. C. L., class R, plus 
20 per cent, C. R. 

“Barrels, half barrels and kegs, eampty, 
except ale and beer, C. L., minimum 10,000 
pounds, C. R.—P. 

‘‘Whetstores, boxed, C. R.—32. 

Car Mileage. 

‘“"The rates for car mileage on the several] 
roads of th’s state are hereby fixed as fo!. 
lows: On freight cars, not exceeding three- 
fourths of 1 cent per mile. On passenger 
cars, not exceeding 3 cents per mile. 

“This circular shall be effective on and 
after January 1, 1897, and supersedes con- 
flicting circulars, etc.
